Redistricting w as not defeat­ 
ed 
w as th e claim today by 
Herbert F. Hass, chairm an for 
the Redistricting comm ittee, as 
he dem anded that city council 
Tuesday 
night 
“declare that 
O rdinance No 293, voted upon 
by the electors of Palm Springs 
. . . w as duly adopted upon the 
obtainm ent of more than a m a­ 
jority vote.” 
The vote w as 783 Yes, 596 No, 
and failed by 251 votes to reach 
the required three-fourths m a­ 
jority. 


IN A LETTER to City Clerk 
Louise MeCarn and city council, 
Hass term ed the three-fourths 
requirem ent 
“unconstitutional, 
not provided for by state law 
and therefore void,” and de­ 
m anded th at it be removed from 
th e ordinance. 
“Section 34,874 of the G overn­ 
m ent Code upon which you rely, 
is, 
as previously insisted by 
you before our State Supreme 
Court, only applicable to chang­ 
ing from elections at large to 
districts an d not to redistrict­ 
ing.’’ Hass continued. 


"YOUR 
ATTENTION 
is 
d i­ 
rected to th a t part of the ordin­ 
ance w hich reads in part as 
follow s: ‘Invalidity of any por­ 
tion of the ordinance shall not 
affect the rem ainder of sam e,” 
he concluded. 
Hass, in 
a 
separate sta te ­ 
m ent, prom ised th at th e per­ 
m anent redistricting com m ittee 
form ed “will be active in bring­ 
ing about redistricting w hich 
this city sorely needs.” 
M ayor Florian Boyd, who with 
four 
other 
councilm en 
had 
urged a “No” vote at this time, 
term ed 
th e 
decision 
of 
the 
people as “w onderful.” 


"THE SMALL VOTE cast and 
the decisiveness of the decision 
show s that the city is not ready 
for 
redistricting,” 
Boyd 
said. 
The redistricting plan as draw n 
w as as eq u itab le as possible 
population-w ise 
but 
not tax- 
wise, 
and 
the taxpayers de­ 
cided th at it w as not a good 
plan, he continued. 
He stressed th at he w as not 
against redistricting and said 
th at it could be accom plished 
“in 
the n ear future, possibly 
w ithin five years when the city 
will 
have a 
definite growth 
trend and w hen Indian lands 
m ay have been placed on the 
tax rolls.” 
“At the present tim e, though, 
it w ould be neither wise nor 
equitable," he concluded. 


THE 
TOTAL 
VOTE 
cast 
T hursday w as 1379, or 43.8 per­ 
cent of the to ta l of registered 
voters, 3147. R edistricting pro­ 
ponents garnered 56.7 percent 
of the total, and opponents 43.3 
percent. 
By precincts votes were: 
No. 1, Frances Stevens school, 
173 
Yes, 255 No (45 percent 
voting); 
No. 2. Palm Springs 
H ealth Center, 265 Yes, 41 No 
(38 percent voting); No. 3, John 
W illiam s Building. 136 Yes, 146 
No (54 pprcent votingl; No. 4, 
C ahuilla school, 209 Yes, 154 
No (40 percent voting). 
Council w as ordered by the 
court to present a plan to the 
voters. Under state law, another 
plan m ay not be presented for 
a period of at least six m onths.

THE CLIPPER GIRLS — B y 1932 bright red flannel 
underw ear had become alm ost extinct in th e United 
States. 
A suit of the w arm b u t gaudy under garm ent 
w as as hard to find as a bustle. 
But those flashy red 
draw ers are back on the m a rk e t again now with lots 
of tak ers — and thereby h an g s a new spaper success 


story of tw o women. 


Miss G race Ham ilton and Miss Nina Babcock were 
living in.N ew York City back in the depression days of 
1932 and doing none too well; 
Nina had graduated 
from the University of Missouri with a m ajor in journal­ 
ism and worked a while on th e Miami D aily News be­ 
fore going to the big city. 
G race had a reporting job 
on New Y ork’s Jackson H eights News. 
Both wanted a 
new spaper of their own but th e ir combined resources 
am ounted to only $2500. 
T h ey heard th a t th e Cedai 
Spfirfg? (Michigan) Clipper, a weekly in a town of 1500 
whs1 for sale for $6500, pooled th eir capital for the down 
paym ent and headed west in th e ir old Buick. 


It was a struggle and their bankroll h ad dwindled to 
$2.40 by 1936. 
T he future looked pretty dark. 
The 
turning point cam e th a t sa m e year, how ever, when 
Nina chadded to read in the old New York Sun (which 
they out-w eathered) a story in which th e w riter was 
bempjjning the passing of red flannel u n d erw ear from 
' the Am erican scene along w ith the su rrey w ith the 
fringe on top. 


B ut the w riter had not reckoned with C edar Springs, 
Michigan, for on th e shelves of the general sto re there 
were som e sure-enough red draw ers — ju st a little 
tarnished with age. 
Nina advised the New York news­ 
paperm an that the rare un d er garm ents were still in 
stock, and the orders cam e pouring in. 
It w as soon a 
sell-out and “The Clipper G irls” began to look around 
for more re d draw ers to satisfy the dem and th e ir reply- 
had created. They found a sm all factory in New Eng­ 
land which could m ak e a lim ited num ber but orders 
kept com ing from sportsm en, skiers an d o th e rs who 
w anted red underw ear for th e ir own p riv ate reasons. 


Before long a local factory h a d started m ak in g the 
crimson union suits an d C edar Springs w as beginning 
to prosper. 
So w as th e Clipper. 
The little new spaper 
moved into new q u arte rs an d its circulation skyrock­ 
eted from 400 to 2400. 
N ina a n d Grace h ad brought 
fame and prosperity to the little town a b o u t 20 miles 
north of G rand R apids and a n aw ard to th e Clipper for 
“Most O utstanding C ontribution of a N ew spaper to a 
C om m unity” from M ichigan S ta te College. 


And now, of course, Cedar S prings has a Red Flannel 
Festival — a revival of lum berjack days for w hich the 
region is fam ous. Yes, th e re ’s a Red Flannel Queen, 
too! 


W h a t’s m ore — th e Clipper G irls told m e — to each 
purchaser goes a certificate m a k in g the w ea rer a m em ­ 
ber of “T h e K nights of th e Order of Red Flannel 
D raw ers.”

Some 
years 
ago 
at 
Marble Collegiate 
Church in 
New Y’ork, we organized a re- 
ligio-psychiatric c o u n s e ling 
clinic for the simple purpose of 
helping people who are u n ­ 
happy a n d don’t 
know why. 
but who w ant to learn how to 
live effectively. 
We entered this field because 
we had learned that w hen the 
wisdom of modern science and 
the ancient insights of God are 
applied to hum an nature in an 
objective, scientific manner, we 
can discover exactly what lies 
at the root of a person’s u n h ap ­ 
piness. 
For w hen you know 
w h at 
bothers you and why. 
then the trouble m ay bo cured 
through spiritual therapy. 
A West Coast physician once 
consulted me saying that he 
an d his wife ¿tad reached an 
unhappy state of 
affairs in 
their marriage. 
He admitted 
tie w as unable to cope with the 
problem professionally because 
he w as involved emotionally. 
They were a fine, well e d u ­ 
cated 
and 
intelligent 
young 
couple, yet somehow they had 
not been able to live together 
in harmony. 
“I’ll flo anything in the world 
to save our marriage,” he told 
me. 
“So will I.” she said. "I really 
don’t know why I feel rhe w ay 
I do. I have everything, yet I 
am so unhappy, 
i resent my 
husband. But there is no reason 
for so doing, for he is kind and 
I love him.” 
’Do you want to leave him?" 
I asked. 
“Oh no,” she replied. "But I 
do w ant to know how to get 
along with him in happiness 
and peace instead of feeling 
the way I do." 
A m em ber of our psychiatric 
staff studied the facts about 
this couple. 
The girl, it a p ­ 
peared w as the daughter of a 
dom inating 
father. 
He 
had 
never given her the amount or 
kind of normal love she ought 
to have had, so there develop­ 
ed a deep, smouldering, uncon­ 
scious 
resentment 
in 
her 
against her father. 
Then, by a curious but oft 
repeated quirk of hum an n a ­ 
ture, w hen she married, she 
transferred 
that 
father-image 
to her husband. Psychologically 
her husband became not a h u s­ 
band, but a father. 
In fact, 
her unconscious resentm ent of 
her father extended not only 
to him but to all men. Because 
her father had crushed her per­ 
sonality, 
subconsciously 
she 
felt that all men were her n a ­ 
tural enemies. Thus she hated 
an d loved her husband at the 
sam e time. 
Her basic attitude 
toward him w as a carry-over of 
a resentm ent that m ade hap p i­ 
ness impossible. 
She w as amazed when this 
w as explained to her by our 
psychiatrist, but after reflection 
she acknowledged that this was 
indeed her problem. 
Under the 
guidance of skilled psychiatric 
counseling and new knowledge 
of the uses of prayer and faith 
taught her by our pastors, the 
couple are gradually m aking a 
good adjustment. 
I emphasize the importance 
of prayer as a factor in that 
adjustm ent, 
for prayer 
is 
a 
m echanism through which pro 
found insights come to us, and 
ii 
also 
supplies 
sufficient 
strength to change ourselves. 
Many people are haunted and 
m ade miserable and dissatis­ 
fied all 
their lives by inner 
urges and conflicts that they 
do not understand. 
It is im ­ 
portant to know yourself and 
to 
understand the causes of 


analysis. 
We have learned in 
our day to get at the roots of 
unhappiness by combining re­ 
ligious faith w hich is old and 
proved by the lest of time with 
the 
psychological 
approach 
which represents more recent 
discovery in understanding and 
helping h u m an beings. 
So, if you are unhappy, ask 
a competent spiritual counselor 
to help you get at the roots of 
your unhappiness and to re­ 
place it with th e truly great 
joy that results from faith and 
self-understanding.

Drivers who persist in driv­ 
ing in the left hand lane of a 
m ulti-lane highway at a speed 
slower than the norm al flow of 
traffic are definite traffic haz­ 
ards says the California High­ 
way Patrol. 
“The law covering th e above 
is very clear and violators will 
be cited,” declared Patrol Cap­ 
tain Black, com m anding officer 
of ihe Indio area. 
“T he only 
exceptions are when you are 
about to 'm a k e a 
left 
turn, 
when overtaking and passing 
another vehicle or when direct­ 
ed to do so by signs or author­ 
ized traffic personnel. 
Cars and trucks moving slow­ 
er than norm al traffic flow tend 
to hold back other vehicles and 
create accident-causing

jams,’’ continued Captain Black.

year,

state, the highway patrol issued

drivers who failed to keep right 
when traveling slower th a n nor­ 
mal safe speed. 
"Every driver in this area is 
urged to cooperate in our efforts 
to eliminate this type of viola­ 
tion." Capt. 
Black concluded. 
"This can be done’if each driyer 
will make it a habit to drive 
right and keep right whenever 
possible."
